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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 1 , line 1 , 
"Method" should be replaced by "A method". In addition, "shown" should be replaced by 
"displayed", in each occurrence.; line 4, "in-phase" is mistyped as "in-phrase". Claim 2, 
"Method" should be replaced by "The method". The same comment applies to claims 3- 
5, respectively/Claim 3, line 6, "the powers" should be inserted before "of the code"; line 
9, "colour" should be replaced by "color". Claim 6, line 1, "Analysis", should be replaced 
by "An analysis"; line 2, "having" should be replaced by "comprising"; line 2, "modulator" 
should be replaced by "demodulator"; line 3, "of should be replaced by ",". 
"measurable" should be replaced by "measured". Claim 6, line 10, "able to be shown" 
should be replaced by "are displayed". The same comment applies to similar limitation 
in line 14 and line 18. note that any claims whose base claim is objected is likewise 
objected. Appropriate, correction is required.

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION.
